The aged pioneer, heard the divine 
call on Sunday morning at one o'clock 
when -his soul passed behind the mys- 
tic curtain, -which we call death, and 
entered upon the celestial Sabbath. 


A Remarkable Life. 


The passing away of Abvam Phelps 
marks the closing of a remarkable 
life. 
His death is one that touches 


•with peculiar interest the hearts of 
many people because of the rare his- 
tory of that life whose influence was 
so far reaching and ever tending to 


. the uplifting of mankind. 
Such 
a 


death must cause .universal sorrow, 
but around it can center no gloom, 
only the triumphant confidence that 
for him 
and those who loved him 


jdeath has no sting, the grave no vic- 
. tory. 
. 


. Abram Phelps was a member o: 


the English family which can trace 


- its lineage back for more than 
a 


.'thousand years.. One of'.his forefath- 


ers was among the Puritan settlers 
of Massachusetts and took a large 
part in the founding of the nation. 


The worthy descendant of such wor- 


thy ancestors was born irt Egremont, 
Berkshire, conty, Mass.. Dec. 27, 1811, 
and was the last surviving member 
of a family of 
severi sons an.l two 


daughters. 
Less than two years af- 


ter the 'birth of Abram the father of 
the family died, leaving the care of 
the family to the capable New Eng- 
land mother who kept her children 
together until they were able to do for 
themselves. 
When Abram was nine- 


teen years of age he came west and 
settled in Monroe county, Mich., with 
a brother and sister. 
A year later he 


•went back to Massachusetts and four 
years later, in 1S35, he returned to 
Michigan, bringing -with him 
his 
: mother, who made her home with him 


until her death in 1841 when she was 
abo\it sixty-two years of age. 


Married in Fall of 1837; 


In the fall of 1837 Mr. Phelps and 


his mother moved to Freedom, Port- 
: age county, Ohio, and on the first of 


February, 1838, he was united in mar- 
riage with Miss Marietta Moore, the 
.-union being an unusually blessed one. 
Soon after the death of Mr. Phelps' 
mother he. and his wife moved to 
'Geauga county, Ohio,, where they' re- 
sided for nineteen years. 
In 1866, 


after the close of the civil .war, they 
came to'Wisconsin, locating in'Rock 
county, and purchased a farm of 202 
acres in the town of Rock, three miles 
from this city, where he built -a fine 
hoiise and other good buildings and 
devoted himself to the cultivation of 
the soil until 1884. 


That year 
' Mr. and Mrs. Phelps 


moved to this 'city and for many years 
the cheery 
home at 155 Pleasant 


street has been a center of helpful- 
ness. To many It has proved a bless- 
ed haven, made so by the practical 
Christianity 
which 
sweetened and 


glorified the lives of the aged couple 
who for more than sixty-three years 
have traveled hand in hand, both de- 
voted 'their lives to the service 
of 


Christ in their youth, being members 
of the Methodist church 'before they 
were married. 
When they came to 


Wisconsin -they united with the First 
M. E. church and about twenty years 
ago they transferred their allegiance 
to the Court Street M. E. church to 
which their membership has been a 
continuous benediction. 
For years 


Mr. Phelps was the reverend leader 
of the class meeting and served on 
the official board of the church. 


Religion Inspire'd Respect. 


The religion of Mr. Phelps and his 


wife was one that inspired universal 
respect because it had withstood the 
test of-unusual affliction and because, 
in spite of great sorrow, they came 
to a lovely 
.old age, gracefully and 


graciously. 
Two sons were born to 


them and both grew to manhood and 


. entered the service of their country 


in the civil war. 
The youngest son, 


Frank 
W., died, aged twenty-one 


years, from -measles contracted ear- 
ly after his enlistment. 
The eldest, 


Milton Moore Phelps, lived through 
most thrilling 
experiences, 
being 


shot through the lungs once and once 
nearly buried for dead. 


He came back to private life and 


married, and the joys and hopes of 
his parents 
centered in his family. 


Here again great sorrow was in store 
for them for two of their grandsons 
died in infancy, and the youngest one, 
Norris, was drowned in Rock river in 
1887, when he was fourteen years of 
age. 
One grandson, Frank, grew to 


manhood, and the grandparents took 
great pride in his brilliant career as 
a newspaper editor and in the force- 
ful life of his father and their son, 
Judge M. M'. Phelps. 
Very dear to 


them also was their daughter-in-law 
and the young hride who cam'e into 
their grandson's life to bless its clos- 
ing years. 
Then when life seemed 


best "worth living came the tragic ser- 
ies of deaths which shocked the entire 
community and swept away all fam 
ily ties for the aged couple who were 
left to bear the great burden of sor- 
row. 
Mrs. M. M. Phelps died in De- 


cember, 1897, and a month later her 
Bon followed. 
Broken hearted Judge 


Phelps lived on for 
a few months 


and then came the collision of. his

Mrs. 
Phelps Broke Her Hip. 


Within a year Mr. and Mrs. Phelps 


liad seen their family pass away, yet 
deep as -was their sorrow, no word ot 
complaint ever passed their lips. 


Misfortune again visited the home 


when, nearly two years ago 
Mrs. 


Phelps fell and broke Tier hip. 
It 


was feared that she could not recover 
from the shock, but her mission had 
not yet been fulfilled and she can now 
walk around the house with the aid 
of a'crutch and cane. 


Stroke of Paralysis. 


Three weeks ago Mr. Plielps was 


taken ill with heart trouble and one 
week ago last Friday night he suffer- 
ed a severe stroke of paralysis which 
would have proved fatal immediately 
to a man of less marvelous vitality. 
Although he lay as if unconscious 
during the last week of his illness he 
retained his mental faculties and was 
able to make himself understood. The 
voice of his beloved wife was always 
able to .rouse him and he never failed 
to respond to her good-night or good- 
morning greetings with a word or a 
hearty pressure of the hand. 
The 


end came very peacefully. 


Mr. Phelps was a lovable gentle- 


, cheerful and happy in his disposj 


tion, noble in character and ever ready 
with a kindly word or an act of help- 
fulness. 
His life was ruled by the 


gospel of love and lie knew his guide 
book, the Bible, so thoroughly that if 
he were given the substance of a verse 
of Scripture he couid tell the exact 
book, chapter and verse where it 
could be found. 


The) Funeral Tomorrow, 


Mrs. 
Phelps, the bereaved widow, 


b.as no immediate relatives, except a 
half sister, 'but she finds great com- 
fort in the sustaining presence of Mrs. 
Elizabeth C. Phelps, the widow of 
Frank Phelps, who Las now cared for 
father, son and grandson in their last

DANGER OF ITS GOING OUT. 


He It Watching It Close and Doing 


All He Can to Relieve Its Pres 
sure—Rock River is -.Subsiding, and 
All Possibility of Danger Seems To 
Have Passed Away. 


The upper dam was visited yester- 


day by large crowds of people anx- 
ious to see. the rushing 'waters at 
that point.

Washington, April 1.—The story of 


an act of heroism in which Lieutenant- 
Commander Jesse Mims Roper of tha 
guiiboat Petrel gave his life while at- 
tempting to rescue the men under his 
command from fire is told ia a cable- 
gram received by the navy department 
from Admiral Remey, CDmmaniler ia 
chief of -the Asiatic station. 


Admiral Remey's dispatch is as fol- 


lows: 


"Cavite, March 31, 1901.—Fire dis- 


covered iu the sailrooia of the Petrel 
at 7 o'clock this morning, Roper com- 
manding. After'going below once Ii3 
went again against advice and attempt- 
ed to recover the men beJo'sr. He was 
suffocated and died at 7:45. Twenty - 
two other officials and men were en- 
tirely prostrated, but all are recover- 
ing. The fire is out; damage imma- 
terial. Send Roper's remains by Buf- 
falo. 
REMEY." 


Department EiprosKes Sympathy. 
The department at once sent a tele- 


gram to H. F. Fay, the brother-in-law 
ot Lieutenant-Commander Roper, 
at 


Longwood, Mass., asking that he in- 
form Mrs. Roper of the news. 
The 


following expression of sympathy and 
appreciation is also made: 


"With this sad news the department 


sends to Mrs. Roper deep sympathy in 
the great loss she has sustained and 
the highest appreciation of the gallant- 
ry and self-sacrifice with which Lieu- 
tent-Commander Roper gave his life 
for his fellow men. It was a hero's 
death." 


The deceased officer was born in Mis- 


souri, and entered the naval service 
June 25, 1SC8. 
He was commissioned 


to the rank: held by him at the time 
of his death, March 3, 1899, and or-' 
dered to command the Petrel Novem- 
ber 15, 1899. The Petrel was one o£ 
the vessels under Admiral Dewey at 
the battle of Manila Bay, when she was 
In charge o£ Lieutenant-Commander 
E. P. Wood.- The latter officer 
came 


home shortly after, and Lieutenant- 
Commander Roper succeeded him. The 
Buffalo,i-on which the remains will bs 
sent home, is now used for the trans- 
portation of troops, and will sail April 
5 for the United States by way of the 
Mediterranean.

Cavite, April 1.—At 7 o'clock Sun- 


day morning a fire was discovered in 
the sailroom of the United States gun- 
boat Petrel, Lieutenant-Commander 
Jesse Mims Roper commanding.

PASSOVER FEAST 


BEGINS WEDNESDAY 


The Jews will begin the celebration 


of the Feast of the Passover on Wed- 
nesday at sunset. It will 'continue with 
the orthodox -Jews far eight days and 
with the reformed Jews for seven 
days. 
The feast commemorates the 


, delivery of the Israelites- from bon- 
tlage of Egypt over 3,000 years ago. 
The feast is begun at sunset on Wed- 
nesday with a service in every Jew- 
ish home. 
At this service the fath- 


er presides. 
The family gathers a- 


round the table upon which there are 
symbols of the event. 


•A roasted bone represents the pas- 


chal lamb, a loaf of unleavened bread, 
represents the haste with which the 
Israelites departed from Egypt and a 
bundle of bitter herbs reminds them 
of the -bitter experiences of their fore- 
fathers. 
The father recites passages 


from the Talmud, relates the story of 
the liberation .of the Jews, and psalms 
are sung. 
The day following there is 


a service appropriate to the occasion. 


In the orthodox synagogue 'services 


are held the first and second • and 
seventh and eighth d'ays of the feast, 
But the reformed Jews celebrate only 
the first and last days. 
The interven- 


ing days are 'half holidays. 
During 


the Passover every orthodox Jew ar- 
rays himself in entirely new garments 
from head to foot and abstains from 
toil. 
Unleavened bread is 
eaten 


throughout the term of the feast.
